THE DEMOCRACY IN A BAD FIX.

Wasnineron, D. C., May 18.—Tne Democrats 
are sorely pressed to discover a way out of their 
present difficulty. The managing men are 
studying every possible device to extricate 
themselves from the position in which they 
have placed themselves and their party. The 
Kentucky crowd, which lorded it over 
their associates early in the session, and 
rode roughshod over all opposition, 
find that their attempts to harass the Admin- 
istration and to force the Executive to approve 
their revolutionary schemes has recoiled upon 
their own beads. [tis a significant fact of the 
present situation that the conservative Demo- 
erats, who bitherto have only mildly protested, 
are beginning to openly rebel. They see that 
their party has won no laurels in either House 
during the present expensive session, and that 
in the country 
THEY HAVE LOST VOTES. 
The Democrats have determined vot to bold 
a joint caucus until after the Legislative bill 
shall have been passed and vetoed. No definite 
plan has been agreed upon. Everything is cha- 
otic. Some talk loudly of allowing the Army 
bill to fail. «Senator Thurman wisely shakes his 
head and says: It won't do. it won't do, 
gentlemen, to stop the supplies.“ It probably 
will be some days before a definite plan is 
reached, and whatever pian is agreed upon will 
be through the caucus. 
The Democratic managers are 
PUZZLING OVER THBIR SITUATION. 
The probiem which they are trying to solve is 
to devise a way in which they can put the pend- 
ing contest before the people as the main issue 
in the falicampaigns. Very few of them seem 
to think that, to'meet, as they did, under a 
threat to withhold supplies unless the Presi- 
dent signed their bilis with the political 
clauses, and then to yield everything and pass 
both disputed Appropriation bills and go home, 
would put any very clear issue before the peo- 
ple. The plan which is most talked about for 
saving the remnant of their honor is to pass 
the Legislative bill and 
ALLOW THE ARMY BILL TO FAIL. 
Most of them seem ready to admit that to re- 
fuse to pass the Legislative bill, which would 
suspend all the Government salariés in every 
part of the country and cripple the public 
service for every community, would raise an 
issue for the campaign, but not exactly of the 


kind they are looking for; but they can not only 


risk their plan on the Army bill, Dut they 
can save appearances by taking a firm 
stand in that matter, and can thus raise the 
issue of military interference at the polls, This 
part of the plan, however, has received a bad 
blow, as the moderate Democrats admit,in both 
veto messages, especially in the last one, where 
the President not only shows for the second 
time that troops cannot be used at the polls as 
the laws now stand, but that he will sign a bill 
which does no more than prohibit their presence 
at the polls. These utterances of the President, 
as many Democrats admit, deprive the con- 
templated Democratic issue of several of its 
rattles.

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THE LEGISLATIVE BILL.

Wasurnoron, D. C., May 13.—To-morrow the 
political portion of the Legislative bili will be 
reached, and on that there may be some long 
speeches. The bili will, of course, be passed 
with its political riders, and there is but. little 
doubt that the President will promptly veto it. 
There is, however, so much new legislation in 
the bill that the extension of the appropriations 
of the present fiscal year will not be satisfactory, 
so the bill may be again brought forward with 
some of the political riders taken from it, and 
without apy appropriation for the payment of 
Supervisors and Deputy Marshals. Of the enact- 
ment of the bill in some shape there is scarce a 
doubt, as it contains the appropriations for the 
pay and mileage of Senators and Representa- 
tives. 

ARREARS OF PENSIONS. 

The Senate to-day, by a vote 25 to 37, disa- 
greed to the action of the Appropriations Com- 
mittee in striking out the legirlation clause 
which provides that $10,000,000 reserve for the 
redemption of fractional currency shall be ap- 
plied to the payment of arrears of pensions. 
There was an animated discussion on this propo- 
sition. Messrs. Bayard, Kernan, and Davis, of 
West Virginia, spoke earnestly in favor of the 
Committee’s amendment striking out the clanse. 
Mr. Bayard held that to apply this fund to any 
other purpose than that for which it had been 
set apart would be an act of bad faith, and 
would work harm to the national credit by de- 
stroying faith in the sincerity of Congressional 
enactments. Mr. Davis thought there was 
no necessity for the measure. If there were 
need of any portion of the moneys in the Treas- 
ury for the purpose of paying these claims, the 
object could be compassed by drawing on the 
stock of standard silver dollors, which have had 
no opportunity of getting into circulation. 

Mr. Voorhees spoke quite excitedly against 
the Committee’s proposition, and took occasion 
to say a great many hard things about Secretary 
Sherman, and what he termed his oppres- 
sion of the masses. He flatly denied

ARMY , PROMOTIONS. 
A QUESTION OF AUTHORITY. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasuineton, D. C., May 18.—The report of 
the Senate Judiciary Committee respecting the 
legality of army promotion above the rank of 
Captain will come up in executive session to- 
morrow. It may be remembered that the bill 
creating the Burnside Commission contained a 
provision prohibiting ali such promotions until 
the report of that Commission shouid be acted 
upon by Congress. As the Forty-fourth Con- 
gress, which was expected to pass the reorgani- 
zation scheme, failed to do so, it has been held 
that this failure was equivalent to action in the 
meaning contemplated in the bill, and, under 
this view of the case, the President has sent in 
a number of names to the Senate for promo- 
tion. The Committee is of opinion that all 
such promotions are illegal and void. The 
Committee’s argument is that the Congress of 
the United States is a continuing body, and that 
such general terms as that made use of in the 
bill under consideration could not be interpret- 
ed to ap to any one session of Congress.

Sr. Louis, Mo., May 13.—It has. been de- 
cided by the Colored’ Refugee Relief Board

FREIGHT COMPLICATIONS, 

The General Managers and General Freight 
Agents of the roads leading Hast from this city 
held a conference yesterday at the Grand Pactfic 
Hotel in order to find a way by which the pres- 


ent disorganized state in east-bound freight- 
rates could be ended and the regular tariff re- 
established. The east-bound freight-rates have 
been unsettled nearly all winter, aud the roads 
made but little money in the business. About 
a month ago they became tired of cutting each 
other’s throat, and came together and made a 
new tariff on the basis of 20 cents on grain from 
Chicago to New Tork, Which was an advance of 
from 5 to 8 cents, and they solemuly 
swore that they would maintain 
rates firmly until they were regularly 
changed. Previous to . this arrangement, 
however, most of the roads, if not all of them, 
had made sufficient contracts at the low rates 


then. prevailing to last them for some weeks. 
As long as these contracts lasted there was 
„peace and harmony,’’ because there was no 
necassity for any of them to cut the rates. But 
as soon as the contracts commenced to run out 
the fun“ commenced again, and charges and 
counter charges of bad faith and violation of 
tariff rates were again of hourly occurrence. 
The Pennsylvania Company seems to have run 
out of contracts first, for it was the first road 
to make the charge that the Michigan Central 
and Lake Shore had gone back onthe agree- 
ment. The latter roads den the soft 
ment, but the former insisted that 
it had the proofs for its assertions. 
Matters went from bad to worse, and finally 
the Pennsylvania Company “ kicked over the 
traces, and gave notice to Commissioner Fink 
that it would no longer be bound by any east- 
bound agreem and it forthwith reduced 
the rates to 18 cents per 100 pounds on grain 
from Chicago to New York, and 20 cénts on 
fourth-class. Of course the other roads did not 
fancy this decisive action on the part of the 
Pennsylvania Company, aud ever since they 
have made efforts to bring that road back into 
the foids again, but without success. A final 
effort was made yesterday, but ſt - amounted to 
about the same as all previous attempts.

OBITUARY. 


STEPHEN A. GOODWIN: 

At 1 o’clock yesterday morning Stephen A. 
Goodwin, of the law firm of Gooawin, Offield & 
Towle, died at his home, No, 829 Prairie avenue, 
of brain fevers. ‘The Bar will hold a meeting at 
the rooms of the Law Institute at 3 o'clock this 
afternoon to take such action as maybe deemed 
advisable. i 

Mr. Goodwin was born at Geneva, N. Y., Nov. 
26, 1807, being the youngest child of Dr. Daniel 
Goodwin, who was sixth in descent from Ozias 
Goodwin, who settled in Conn,, in 
1685. His mother, Lucretia Collins (who died 
at his birth), was granddaughter of Timothy 
Collins, the first pastor in Litchfield, Conn., 
and through her he was conneeted with Chan- 
cellor Walworth, the poet Piersepent, Gen. 
Sedewick, the Skinners, Ishanis; Sperrys, 
Starks, Mra. Walter Newbury, and many other 
families in Chicago. Dr. Goodwin moved to 
Detroit in 1824, and died there in, 1828, and dur- 
ing that year Stephen A. entered Hamilton Col- 
lege. He took an actiye part in the contest 
being waged against Dr. Davis, the Presi- 
dent, and drew the resolutions 
by the students in support of Davis. He then 
went to Union, and graduated in 18%. Studied 
law at Auburn with Gov. Throop, and became a 
partner of George B. Throop, a brother-in-luw 
of Ward Hunt, now of the United States Su- 
preme Court, whose working days have so 
recently ended. He took an active interest in 
politics,—edited a Uemocratic paper in the in- 
terest of Jackson and Van Buren, was made 
Clerk in Chancery, Inspector of the State 
Prison, and Warden ot St. Peter's Church. He 
was candidate for the Supreme Court, and for 
Reporter of the Court of Appeals, but failed 
through treachery of political friends. He was 
fond of public speaking, and, having a hand- 
some person, a fine tmagination, and impassioned 
delivery, he became à successful orator. He 
was chosen to speak for this country at the 
great reception of Kossuth at Auburn, and 
greeted him as “the hero who bad learned to 
syllable with us the litany of liberty.“ 

Gov. Seward employed him as associate coun- 
sel in his first patent ¢ases, and brought him to De- 
troit in 1850 to assist in the famous Michigan 
Ceptral Railroad conspiracy cases; bat Judge 
Goodwin being of counsel for the prosecution 
they paired off and went to Mackinaw for aarip, 
which they have ene repeated since.

THE RESPONSIBILITY OF IT. 

The people of this country who take an 
interest in public affairs, and who are already 
thoroughly disgusted with the Demo-Con- 
federate foolishness at Washington, should 
not forget who is responsible for the present 
disagreement between the two Houses of 
Congress and the President of the United 
States. Ever since the close of the War, 
and more especially sinee the memorable 
panic of 1873, the intelligent portion of the 
community has been very much engrossed 

| with the question of the resumption of specie 
payments, the remonetization of silver as 
one of its principal correlates, and other 
schemes of finance so multiplied and varied 
as to suit every school of political economists. 
The outcome of this prostration in 1878, 
and of the long and angry discussion, was 
the stagnation and general depression of 
business because capitalists were undecided 
as to the future policy of the Government 
and uneasy and timid in regard to the future. 
The attitude of the Democratic party on the 
currency question, after having obtained 
control of one branch of Congress and after 
it was morally certain that they would se- 
cure a majority in the other, was an addi- 
tional souree of perplexity and alarm which 
added to the general feeling of insecurity that 
was felt in every artery of trade and busi- 
ness.

Congress by 
the crazy schemes of finance bronght forward 
by men who had an original idee on the 
subject which no writer on political economy 
had ever guessed, and which they were certain 
would prove a panacea for all the ills that 
afflicted the body politic as soon as adopted. 
“The storm-centre of danger to the business 
of the country,” said Gen. Ganrrern in the 
Forty-fifth Congress, is right here in this 
Chamber, and always has been.” No truer 
words were ever uttered by a public man. 
GARFIELD was combating some of the anti- 
resumption heresies of Kar and Ewrxe, 
who were siill pushing their insane measures 
after resumption had become a fixed and an 
agreeable fact. No wonder that the country 
always felt relieved whenever Congress ad-

longed, with the Demo-Oonfederate party in 
the House. Accordingly, on the last day of 
the session, after the debate had closed on 
both sides and further discussion was out of 
the question, Mr. Fosrzn, of Ohio, on be- 
half of the Republicans, proposed to pass 
all the necessary appropriation bills at onde, 
or as soon as the Clerk could call the roll, if 
the Democrats would consent to strike from 
them all extraneous and political provisions. 
In this proposition for an honest compro- 
mise and adjustment of differences, Messrs. 
Gamo and Kerrer, of Ohio, Concrr and 
Burrows, of Michigan, Currrenpen and 
Townsrxp, of New York, Harz and Far, 
of Maine, Banxs and Bur, of Massachu- 
setts, WWII, of Wisconsin, Auprice 
and Cannon, of Illinois, and, indeed, all the 
Republicans in the House agreed; but it was 
sullenly rejected by the Democrats. They 
had resolved to commence a system of parti- 
san legislation which they deemed necessary 
to the success of their party in 1880, and 
A aA it the bitter 
end, no matter at what cost to the material 
well-being of the country. They deliberately 
assumed the responsibility to force an extra 
session of Congress, and are just now taking

rogatives of the chief executive officer. Mr. 
Haves has thus far delivered two very fine 
lectures upon the general branch of the sub- 
ject, and the Oonfederates are getting a 
clearer comprehension of the possibilities of 
the organic act than they ever obtained 
before. 


We consider it a duty to the cause of good 
government and of good morals to point 
public attention to the scandalous and we 
might say shameless conduct of the Illinois 
Legislature, which has been in session 125 
days, and, beyond a few blackmailing and 
other dishonest schemes, has utterly neglect- 
ed the public interests. 

The Legislature had practically but little 
business to transact. It had to make the 
necessary appropriations for the support of 
the State charities for the next two years, 
and to levy a tax therefor. Under the amend- 
ment to the Constitution adopted last year, 
it had to enact a new Drainage law, and so 
amend the Revenue law as to remedy defects 
made evident by the decisions of the courts. 
This was all the legitimate business 
the Legislature was called upon to 
do, and it is . specially notable 
that the Legislature has at the end of 125 
days not enacted any law on either of these 
subjects. The 1,600 bills proposed in both 
Houses lie dead on the tables. Spasmodic 
agitation on some of them takes place, but 
only for the purpose of playing on the fears 
and hopes of those from whom money can 
be extorted. It will be gratifying to the 
people at large to learn that, as we are in- 
formed, there has been a general failure of 
the crop from which so much has been er 
pected. Day after day and month after 
month the members have delayed ad- 
journment, hoping to collect from their 
calendar blackmailing bills; but 
tho recei have been small and 
the time has been wasted, Even in the few 
cases where corruption is supposed to have 
prevailed the profits have gone to the 
smaller House, where a fewer number of 
members are required to kill @ bill.

CAPE COD MORALS. 

What is the matter with Cape Cod, any- 
how? It has always been the popular sup- 
position that if any place in this country 
had morals and good old-fashioned orthodox 
habits it was Cape Cod. Washed by the salt 
waves on both sides, its long sandy barrens 
continually breathed upon by the Atlantic 
winds, its soil rigid and unkindly to luxuri- 
ous growth, its people accustomed from 
childhood to battle with the waves for their 
subsistence, its traditions fresh and its con- 
ventionalities deep-rooted,—if ever the con- 
ditions of a frigid morality existed they are 
to be found on Cape Cod. Certainly its 
people are free from temptation. Attend- 
ance upon church is a habit of life. Dogmas 
flourish in its sand. The scarlet woman, the 
gambler, and the saloon-keeper have little 
opportunity to ply their disastrous vocations 
there. Oonvivial occasions are rare, unless 
it be excursions on the beach to eat clam- 
chowder, and the clam has always been re- 
garded as possessing all the virtues of the cal- 
endar, being in this respect a much 
more sedate and proper person even than the 
oyster, and not half so giddy as the lobster 
or deceptive as the crab. Neither the drama 
nor the opera stretch out their gilded nets to 
ensnare these toilers of the sea, nor is the 
Cape Cod conscience vexed over struggles as 
to the propriety of billiard-tables, base-ball 
matches, four-handed euchre, walking wom- 
en, -beer-garden concerts, or enticements of 
that kind. The population is purely Ameri- 
ean, descendants of Pilgrim ancestors, wed- 
ded to traditions, conservative in all matters 
of morals, planted deeply in the old ways, 
and following avocations that tend to develop 
the austere virtues. Yet it is only a few 
days age that it produced a crime which has 
horrified the whole country, and scores of 
people in that region were found ready to 
rise up and defend it, and even threaten its 
repetition. 

If this were only all! Last week one of 
the Supreme Judges of Massachusetts held 
court at Barnstable, and straightway came 
before him no less than thirty Cape Cod girls, 
not old married women tired of the gall of 
bitterness in marriage and harassed by years 
of masculine persecution, but young and 
blooming creatures, and asked to be divorced 
from their husbands. The Supreme Court 
was in session ten days and every case except 
two was a divorce case. The first girl said 
she had been married four years, but her 
husband left her four weeks after marriage. 
The second had been married five y@ars and 
her husband would not support her 
after the first three months, and 
her husband stood up in court end 
admitted it. The third, whose husband 
was a sea-captain, said he agreed to take her 
to sea when they were married, but he only 
touk her as far as a Boston hotel, where he 
left her. . The fourth was deserted the first 
week of marriage, and would not go to her 
husband, though he lived near by, because 
„his mother was always picking at me and 
finding fault.” The fifth was a. branette, 
who quit her husband because he was harsh 
to her. And so the list ran on. In one 
family there were three appealing for divorcee 
at once,—a father and mother from each 
other andason from his wife. The thirty 
divorces were granted upon proof, for under 
the laws of Masdachusetts divorce is permis- 
sible after three years of abandonment, The 
good old Judge was greatly grieved, and in 
the sadness of his heart, after the sixth one 
had made her appeal and he looked at the 
twenty-four others sitting in a row, like 
school-girls, he said: 

it is enocking to contemplate the state of 
morals in this great Commonwealth that is here to 
be observed. Has it come. to this? Iam here to 
administer the law as it stands. The law says that 
desertion for three years is cause for divorce, But 
I see clearly how it operates. A young man and 
woman agree to get married. They feel that they'll 
live together as long as they find it mutualiy 
pleasant and agreeable so to do, and then, by a 
sort of tacit understanding, they cen live separate, 
and then one or the other, at the end of three 
years, brings in a libel for divorce for desertion. 
The other party makes no opposition. The decres 
is granted, and then they are at liberty to go on 
and do the same thing over and over again.

The 
fate which stares at her is the same that im- 


pends over every African State, namely, 


a sudden disappearance down the cavernous 
British maw. The Liberian correspondent 
of the New York Herald calls the attention 
of Americans to the impending danger, but 
we fear there will be no one to heed it or 
care to avert the ruin of the unfortunate 
Republic. From his report we can give 
our readers the details of this danger. 

The animus which actuates England is 
commercial, of course, She has forty steam- 
ships engaged in the trade of the west coast 
of Africa, and the River Niger alone gives 
her an annual business of $1,500,000. Her 
trading-posts dot the whole country, and her 
agents are rapidly penetrating Central Africa, 

hich now, by the of Egypt, is 

der English domination, It stands in the 
way of the commercial designs of England 
that Liberia is an independent nation, with 
a valuable coast line 600 miles in length 
which she cannot control, and which, on the 
other hand, is the principal hold of the 
United States on African commerce. En- 
gland, however, is never at a loss for pre- 
texts where territory is to be acquired or 


trade developed. The establishment of a 


scientific frontier, as in Afghanistan, Bir- 
mah, and Zululand, answers all purposes. 
This is the plan upon which she is now 
operating with regard to Liberia. She 
has disputed for a long time the right 
of Liberia to sixty miles of her northwestern 
boundary, and now intimates that she will 
also claim sixty miles of her southeastern 
coast, which would alienate at least one- 
fourth of the Liberian territory. She pro- 
poses to require Liberia to show an actual ti- 
tle to this territory by documents which 
would be valid in court, and tosummon the 


Chiefs and their descendants to testify as to 
tho original transfer of the lands. A com- 


mission is about to meet at Lolymah to set- 
tle the question, and the Chiefs who will be 
summoned are reported to be under the ab- 
solute control of one Harats, a British trader 
of great wealth and power, so that the char- 
acter of their testimony may be easily con- 
jectured in advance, 

According to this correspondent, the abil- 
ity of Liberia to meet English aggrandize- 
ment is of the weakest sort. At the very 
outset, the Republic is in the process of dis- 
integration. He says: 

There is no repugnance of race in America to 
compare with the feeling existing between the im- 
ported and the native negro,—an affectation of 
superiority on the one hand, met by contempt and 
hatred on the other. No effort has been made to 
amalgamate these elements. On the contrary, the 
Liberian has attempted to build up an oligarchy. 
Again, there is little uuity of thought or action in 
the body corporate of Liberia. Strange as it may 
seem in a negro.Republic, color comes into the 
question of its existence. The black man, pure 
and simple, despises and even hates the mulatto, 
calls him a mongrel and a bastard, and would 
rather that Liberia should be obliterated than it 
should become the home of these ‘colored 
people.’ Yet to-day Liberia is governed by mulat- 
toes, and always has been when governed best.” 

The results of this misgovernment and vio- 
lent race prejudice are apparent in her finan- 
cial condition. She already owes English 
merchants $500,000, upon which she cannot 
pay the interest. With a taxable population 
of 100,000, she collects, including customs 
dues, less than $100,000 per annum, and, of 
course, her expenditures largely exceed her 
receipts, while Sierra Leone, near by, under 
British influences, collects $300,000 per an- 
num from a population of 40,000, and last 
year her receipts exceeded her expenditures 
by $50,000. Torn with the struggles of 
races, badly and ignorantly governed, with a 
Treasury light as air and with no strong 
friend to lean upon, this experiment of 
the capacity of the negro for self-govern- 
ment seems doomed to speedy failure, and 
her ultimate destiny of following the exam- 
ple of other African States which have fallen 
victims to English commercial greed seem 
likely to be realized. If there were any hope 
in the past that the United States would in- 
terfere to help her, the course of political 
events at the present time bars that hope, 
It is not now so much a question whether 
negroes in the independent Republic of 
Liberia can be. protected in their rights as 
whether negroes in our own Republic have 
any, though they are guaranteed by the 
Constitution. Liberia will evidently have to 
work out her own salvation or go to the wall.

Did you do anything unfair?” 

Not intentionally. Inthe third heat, when 
on the third quarter, I was on the outside, and 
Forrest on the outside of me. There was hardly 
room on the track for all of us. Forrest came 
up just before the turn was reached, and when 
about balf way around the turn the wheels of 
our sulkies collided. There was not enough 
room for us, sol hit my horse with the whip, 
and ran him past Woodford Mambrino, who 
was just ingide of me.” i ’ 

“Did you know of any agreement among 
drivers or owners In that race whereby the 
best horse was not to win!“ 

“No, I did not. 

I HEARD SOME TALK OF THIS KIND 
after the race was over. Heard Pyle, the driver 
of Edward, ‘kicking.’ He said he didn’t 
get enough out of the race. This talk took 
place at a hotel in Utica, and there was quite a 
crowd around him. I never heard of a ‘job’ 
in advance of this race. There was a feeling 
that there was such a job, and the pool-box told 
thestory. I was one of those who claimed that 
Forrest should be distanced after the second 
heat. I got no money or anything of value on 
that race. In regard to my running Deck 
Wright past Forrest on the third turn, in the 
third heat, I wish to state that the foul driving 
was not inten-tional.” 

GUS GLIDDEN, 
the driver of Forrest, was the next witness. He 
knew of no money or other presents or things of 
value received by any of the drivers in that race. 
Knew of nothing improper or illegal in that 
race. Knew of no understanding by which For- 
rest was not to win. 

Were you approached by any party on this 
subject?” 

“No, sir; except that the owner of the horse 
told me that he had been approached by parties 
on this matter. I told bim thatif he had made 
any arrangements, or did make any, that I 
wanted to know nothing; about it. Pyie, 
who drove Edward, wanted to win 
with him at Cleveland. He said Forrest was a 
bad actor, and that his horse (Edward) was 
steady and fast. He thought we might play a

“Did Pyle say anything about the Utica 
race! f 

No, sir; but before the start at Utica I was 
called into the judges’ stand and told that there 
nad been telegrams received stating that there 
was a job in pickle by which Forrest was to be 
defeated.”’ 

“ Did you have any pools on the race?” 

“ No, Sir.“ f 

Did you bear anybody making a fuss about 
the division of the money?”

The Board of Trustees met pursuant to ad- 


journment. 


A edioon-license ordinance was then read, 
but afcérward taken up seriatim, and, after 
several amendments, adopted. The substance 
of it is as follows: 

The first section divides the town into seven 
districts. The second section provides that 
petitions for license shall be filed with the Town 
Clerk fifteen days before the annual election for 
town officers, the Clerk to give ten days’ notice 
by publication, and posting three notices in the 
most public places in the district from which 
the application comes, stating such petition bas 
been presented. Sec. 3 provides that every 
legal voter in tuch district may vote for or 
against granting the license asked for, the votes 
to be cast in a separate box for that purpose, 
the vote to be ascertained in the manner of other 
elections, to be certified to the Board by the 
judges and clerks of election and recorded by 
the Town Clerk. Sec. 4 provides that when the 
majority are in favor of granting the license, 
such license may be issued upon the approval

HOOTCHENOO. 


The Native Tipple of Alaska-How It Is 
Made. 
Sitka Correspondence New York Herald. 

As the pilot thought our visit would be in- 
complete without seeing the under strata of the 
Indian domesticity we followed him into a rather 
dingy lodge and saw pretty much what I have 
already noted in Jack’s palatial residence, only 
not so clear,.and we accidentally dropped upon 
a hootchenoo still in full operation, which the 
owner did not intend us to see. With ianocent 
simplicity the squaw in charge of this minature 
distillery thought she would conceal it by stand- 
ing in front of it, but she had unfortunately 
not breadth enough. Even Indian ladies can 
blush and be disturbed when surprised in a 
doubtful business, and she exhibited quite 
a facial commotion, She at length stepped aside, 
and the simple machmery was revealed. In a 
corner, resting upon twoemall rocks, was placed 
a flve-gallon coal oil can containing the mash.“ 
Beneath the can was a slow fireand the mash 
was boiling nicely, the steam ascending through 
a small tin pipe, then horizontally passing to a 
barrel of cooling water, about four feet away 
from the mash can. Not being sufficientiy 
skilled in pipe-making as to create a worm 
the Indian found a substitute in shaping the 
pipe with half a dozen or more acute angles, 
The cooling water in the barrel condensed the 
vapor ip the pipe, and at the bottom ont 
trickled the inspiring hootchenoo. The“ pitch- 
er” that received the dripping liquid was 
handed round ; but there was no “sampling” 
on that occasion—its odor was sufficient for the 
Boston men present. It is said, and I expect it 
is true, that there is not a family of Indians in 
these inland waters ignorant of this distillery 
business, and who make hootchenoo whenever 
they nave the material to make it with. 

As this hootchenoo business is the most in- 
teresting feature of Southeastern Alaska at the 
present time, the source of all trouble, and is 
destined to command the serious attention of 
the Revenue Department and require from it 
rules and regulations, I may as well here tell 
of what it is made. The temperance people 
may also want to say something about it. 
A citizen was kind enough to enlighten my 
a in hen een | manner: 

“Take a bit’s worth o money, Lees Dotataas, 
a few raisins, two bits’ worth of hops or yeast 
and a handful of flour; pour a little water upon 
these ingredients, stir well, boil for an hour, 
then leave it till it ferments. When this is 
satisfactory, then put the quantity of molasses 
to be used-—-say a gallon—with double the 
quantity of lukewarm water, and the whole is 
stirred till it is thoroughly mixed, and left to 
ferment. When this is over it is called ‘the 
mash.’ >? aks, 

As oil cans are easily obtainable they are 

‘generally used by the Indians, placed over a 
regular fire, and the manufacture proceeded 
with as I have already described. Whoever 
muy be tempted to enter upon the manufacture 
of hootchenoo may find a bit’s worth“ of any- 
thing at Sitka different in its proportions to that 
amount inveeted in the same article elsewhere; 
but, as I am not writing with the view of in- 
ereasing the manufacture of hootchenoo and I 
paid nothing for the recipe, the ambiguity of 
proportions will bave to be accepted as near 


enough.“

JUDGES’ SALARIES. 
To the Editor af The Tribune. 

CRHICA GO, May 13.—The salary attached to the 
judicial office—§7,000 per year—is not too high 
for competent men. A man vroperly qualified 
to sit on the Bench in the nisi prius courts of 
this county earns his money. The majority of 
our present list of Judges are fitted for the oflice 
they bold, and entitled to the compensation 
they receive. But the difficulty with the whole 
thing is in the faulty system of judicial elec- 
tions. When the term of a Judge who has dis- 
charged his duties faithfully, and is fitted far 
the place, is about to expire, hundred scrub- 
politicians, fifth-rate and no-rate lawyers, rush 
in for the place, and demand the nomination. 
For this class of men any salary is too large, 
There is not one in twenty of the whole lot who 
can earn a thousand @ilars per year, 
and the $7,000 salary becomes 
a prize to the man who can control the most 
bummersin the Convention. ‘To find out how 
many candidates there are for the fudicial vosi- 
tion you bare only to say Good morning, 
Judge,’’ in the corridors of the Oity-Hall, and 
the Judges will flock around you like flies 
about a molasses-barrel. The assurance of 
some of these men is astounding; characterized 
only by ignorance of the first principles of the 
law, of ita practice, and its application, they set 
themselves up as candidates for an office which 
demands the highest requirements of probity, 
intelligence, and a knowledge of the law as a 
science. If they could see themselves as others 
see them, and know themselves as others know 
them, they would avoid the political arena and 
return to their business in the courts of Justice 
of the Peace.

Every ‘Train Has Its Quota of Dead 


Western Stock Two te Four Days With. 
ont Feed or Water. 


— — — 
Eastern Shippers Treat Their 
with More Humanity. 


What Becomes of the Cripples and 
Dying “Orifiers”? | 


The American Humane Society, wishing to as- 
certain the truth relating to the treatment of 
cattle shipped from the West to the East, em- 
ploy an agent to travel over the principal 
routes by which live stock is shipped, with in- 
structions to make a careful record of every- 
thing that passes under his observation. This 
agent is Mr. Zadok Street. whose residence is in 
Salem, O., and be appears to be a man ot good 
sense and long experience. He recently made a 
long report to the officers at the East, a brief 
synopsis of which is published ip the Boston 
Advertiser of a recent date. As much of the 
portion of the report published relates to Chi- 
cago, it is herewith reproduced, as follows: 

feed-yarde in Chicago are extensive. The 
pion tae — and sheep are covered, but for cattle 
they are not. The cattie when unloaded from the 
cars are put into the pens, but are not permitted 
to have water for two or thfee bourse afterwards, 
for fear of injury to them in their peated eundi- 
tion. Many are sold soon after arrival, before 
they have had time for rest, are then reloaded into 
other cars and run to Pittsburg or Bu@alo in from 
forty-four to tfty-two- bourse, At Pittsburg or 
Buffalo they are generally wnloaded, but they often 
receive the same treatment d lo rest, feea, and 
water, ag at Chicago. In some instances the cattle 
are run through from Chicago to New York with- 
ont rest, feed, or water, the confinement in the 
cars being from three to four days and nights. 

There are six different railroads entering Chica- 
go, with their various western Connections. which’ 
extend to the stock-raising and fee lands, 
from which 350,000 cattle and 2, 154. hogs 
have arrived in Chicago since the let of January 
last. or in less than four months, gecording to the 
official publishea reports. Day after day I was 

resent at the unloading in nn so found 
Sead cattle and bogs on every train, ides many 
more that could not stand up. The latter were 
dragged from the cars by ropés, and the h with 
broken backs and limbs were dragged out by their 
ears and tails and thrown abogt by the men em- 
ployed to un! he care. It required ten to 
twelve trucks and wagons from early in the morn- 
ing until noon each day to haul the dead and 
crippled animals from the yards. I was toid the 
live animals were sold & particuiar clase of 


butchers, who buy them dafly. 

W hile in conversation with many of the owners 
about the great mortality apd its cause, they ad- 
mitted that. they had ovefdriven the animals to 
reach the station where they were firs: loaded in 
lowa, Missouri, or Kansas, and that in à tired 
and thirsty condition they Rad forced seventeen to 
twenty head, of cattle, weighing from 1,100 to 
1,400 pounds * a car thirty feet long and 
three get wide. ere they became greatly ex- 
cited. Ind used all their strength to find relief un- 
tilexhausted. In this e tion they were kept 
from twenty-four to thirty-#tx hours before reach- 
ing Chicago. Those that lie or fall down are trod- 
den upon by their fellows untit death relieves 
many of them. and others are so tujured that they 
cannot rise on arrival. lailso found that sixty to 
eighty good-sized bogs were loaded in each deck 
of the car. ‘They were kept in the cars from 
twenty -four to forty hours, and on arrival in Chi- 
cago from six to fifteen dead ones in a car is not 
uncommon. I also found in some cars los 
with cattle a number of hogs that were injured by 
having been trampled upon, 

In other cars, cows and young calves have been 
so overloaded that some were dead, and others 
could not mee to their feet. A large portion of 
the animals sold in the Haslern markels have been 
Trom eight to ten days in transit, and during that 
time do not have the rest, feed, and water that 
health requires. I have found different butchers 
and dealers in cattle who say that if cattle in transit 
recelyed more care there would be bat little, if 
any, compieint of the © ** pleuro-pneumonia” 
among the cattle, and that the disease so called is 
not contagious, the sickness being caused by, and 
can generality be traced to, the cruel treatment 
they have received. 

In conclusion, I propose to visit the large ship- 
ping places on the Missouri River between Oma 


and St. Louis, also other shipping points west of 
Chicago, and endedvor to dave the animate eared 


for before thev are loaded in the cars, and to pre- 
vent overloading; and to request the railroad com- 
panies to transport by weight and not dy the car- 
load, thereby removing the temptation to shippers 
to overload. 

AT THE STOCK-YARDs. 

A Tamer reporter visited the Union Stock- 
Yards yesterday and made careful inquiry as to 
the truth of the above report. It was admitted 
that in the main the statements of Mr. Street 
were nearly correct, but Officer McDonald, the 
gentlemanly and efficient representative of the 
local branch of the Humane Society, who took 
a great deal of pains to show the writer over the 
grounds to demonstrate the truth of his asser- 
tions, stated that, so far from exaggerating, Mr. 
Street bad fallen a little short of actual facts 
in some of his statements regarding the cruel 
treatment of animals in transit. But be 
claimed that shippers and owners west of this 
point were most to be blamed for the condition in 
which the animals were too frequently found at 
our yards. He saia that Mr. Street had scarcely 
been here long enough to appreciate the immen- 
sity of our Stock-Yard system; and in apparent- 
ly wishing to avoid coloring bis account too 
highly, be hed not made some of his statements 
strong enough. 

For instance, Mr. Street said in his report 
that it required “ten to twelve trucks and 
wagons from early in the morning until noon 
eacb day to haul the dead and crippled animals 
from the yards,” etc. The fact, Mr. McDonald 
said, was that two trucks were busy from morn 
ing to night in hauling thedeceased animals from 
the yards to the dead-house, and ten or twelve 
other trucks were employed constantly removing 
the crippled cattle and .hogs. Mr. Street also 
stated that from seventeen to twenty head of 
cattle were often loaded into one car, which so 
overcrowded it that many ef them were trampled 
to death or crippled. Mr. McDonald told the 
reporter that the number mentioned was a usual 
load for a car, and he had even seen twenty-four 
cattle taken out of one ear. However, he be- 
lieved the cattle were packed closer in their 
shipment from Western points to Chicago than 
from bere East. 

One train arrived at the yards while the re- 
porter was there, and de was presert at the un- 
loding. The train contained some fifteen 
or sixteen carloads of caitie, and 
one. of hogs. There were, on san 
average, eighteen good-sised, fat beeves 
in each car, and only a small load of hogs. All 
came outin an exceptionally fine condition. 
Not an animal was down, not one dead, and not 
one crippled. But this was said to be an excep- 
tion to the genera) rule, and that scarcely a 
train arrived loaded with stock that there were 
not from a dozen to fifteen dead animals upon 
it, and several cripples.

CARRYING OFF THE CRIPPLES. 

Now, as to the treatment of crippled animals. 
Mr. Street was also entirely correct in his state- 
went upon this point. The writer bad an op- 
portunity of seeing several of the animals re- 
moved from the yards, and the sight was a sorry 
one. removing an exhausted, sick, or 
maimed bovine from the “pens, a 
sort low \dray is used. The 
horse is unhitched and the two-wheeled con- 
trivance is backed up to the suffering creature 
as it lies upon the ground, A rope is then 
placed about the borns, and by means of pulleys 
and the horse the unfortunate brute is dragged 
bodily upon the dray until the latter will bal- 
lance, when the horse is hitched up again.

Resoived, That from and after the day above men- 
tioned, the druggist shall not deliver any article 
out of said drug-store without a written reqguisi- 
tion from persons authorized to make requisitions 
on that department; and itehail be his duty to 
keep an account-book daily, showing: 1, the name 
of the person making the requisition; 2, name of 
patient; 3. department in which he or she resides; 
4. articles required for each requisition all proper- 
ly arranged under proper headings; and shall make 
a statement thereof at the end of each month to 
the Superintendent. The above shall also apply 
ta the storekeeper, who shall in like manner make 
report to the Warden. 

Resolved, That the Warden and Superintendent 
Shall each report to the Committee on Chari- 
ties by the first Monday in each month: 1, the 
amount of goods on hand at the commencement of 

e previous month, naming each article; 2, the 
amount received by purchase during the month; 3, 
the amount consumed during the montb; 4, the 
amount discharged; ö, the amount lost; 6, the 
amount condemned,—keeping the same for the 
inspection of the Comimittiee; 7, the amount on 
hand.

E. S. CHESBROUGH. 
un RESIGNS A$ CITY ENGINEER. 

Monday afternoon City-Engineer Chesbrough 
sent the following letter to the Mayor: 

Cuitcaeo, May 12. — Hon. Carter Harrison— 
Sm: My term of office having expired, I hereby 
request to be relieved from further duty as Com- 
missioner of Public Works and City Engineer. 
Respectfully submitted, E. S. Cuxssroveun. 

Yesterday morning it was ascertained, to the 
general surprise of everybody around the City- 
Hall, as it will be to the pain and surprise of 
citizens generally, that this resignation 
of the City Engineership was not 
a formality, but was an absolute 
resignation. It had been known that ne would 
not retain the position of Commissioner of 
Public Works, bat nobody had the least idea 
that it was his intention to give up the other 
position,—one which be has held for twenty-five 
years, and with which he has become so thor- 
oughly identified. Such, however, is the case. 
He has left the city’s employ, probably to return 


to it no more. 

To a reporter who questioned him concerning 
the matter, Mr. Chesbrough stated that he had 
been given to understand that he could not 
hold the office of Commissioner, but that the 
new Administration would be gratified to have 
him continue as City — The first place 
he had therefore resigned because of this sug- 
gestion; the second, because 

THE PAY WAS TOO SMALL. 

Up to 1877 the salary had been $3,500,—too 
small for a place of its importance, too small 
for the Engineer of acity whose Water-Works 
and sewerage system were of the magnitude 
of those o Chicago. In 1877, at 
the time of the reductions made 
necessary by the terrible condition of the city’s 
finances, his pay was reduced 10 per cent, and when 
the last appropriation bill was passed in March 
it was cut down to $38,000, while other officers 
tad had their salaries made what they formerly 
were or increased even beyond that point. lu 
view of that fact, and the further one that be 
could do much better elsewhere, be had decided, 
thouch with natural regret, to sever his con- 
nection with the City Government. 

It was learned last evening that he had left 
for Cambridge, Mass., of which city he is the 
Consulting Engineer, to look at some public 
works there, and that be will be absent two or 
three weeks, intending to visit other points 
where his services are in demand as an adviser. 
His trip has nothing to do with the 
Detroit tunnel, as was at first thought, since 
that undertaking is at present in statu quo 
on account of the refusal of the Canadian Gov- 
ernment to grant a charter toconstruct the bore 
according to Mr. Chesbrough’s plaus. Applica- 
tion isto be made for the indorsement of our 
Government, and this backing, it is expected, 
will have gome influeuce with the Dominion au- 
thorities. 
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THE PLACE OF CITY ENGINEER 


is one for which there will hardly be much com- 
petition. It will be impossibie to find an en- 
neer of ability who will come bere and work 
or $3,000, and for a year at least no larger sum 
A young engineer striving to 
in his profession would 
scarcely. venture to take such 2 post. 
tion for fear lest he might commit 
some error which would blast his future pros- 
pects. To put iu a poor man would be an error 
of which no administration would be guilty, 
since an engineering fault might easily cost the 
city hundreds of thousands of dollars. Happily, 
at this moment, there is no imperative necessity 
for a specially high order of engineering talent, 
The water-works system, the sewerage system, 
and the Fullerton avenue conduit are in good 
working condition, and simply require the at- 
tention of aman who understands them and 
knows how to keep them in running order.

From Our Gwn Correspondent. 
gr. Josupn, Tensas Parish, La., May 9.—The 
of the South was referred to in 
my last letter as one of the chief causes of the 
y of the country. Another important 
cause is the system of land-tenures. Large hold- 
ings and insufficient working of the land go far 
to explain the constant dissatisfaction of land- 
lord and tenant alike. One of the most obvious 
facts here is that nobody is satisfied with the 
t condition of things. Nobody is getting 
rich. The laborers and tenants manifest their 
discontent by emigrating. The landlords mani- 
fest their discontent in the only way they can,— 
by staying at home and offering their plante- 
tions for sale. It is a mistake to view the late 
interesting exodus of the negroes from their 
point of view alone, or to speak only of the op- 
pression of the tenants. There has been an 
OPPRESSION OF THE LANDLORDS 
quite as momentous in its way, and fully as 
efficient in driving labor and capital out of the 
country as the other. This oppression begins, 
as was shown in a previous letter, in the waste- 
ful credit-system of the South, which is founded 
in extortion, and carried on by organized rapaci- 
ty; and it ends in the land-system, For the 
latter, it is true, the landlords are in part re- 
sponsible. But so are the negroes in part re- 
svousible for their own destitution. In study- 
ing causes, we must put the question of re- 
sponsibility aside, and try to be as economical 
and regardless of the moral law as tne circum- 
stances will permit us to be. 
THE CUSTOM OF HOLDING LARGE TRACTS OF 
LAND IN THE SOUTH 
was a consequence of slavery. Slave-labor 
could be employed to the best advantage in 
gangs. Gentleman-farming required operations 
to be carried op in a big way. It becamea 
matter of pride for a planter to say that be 
owned so many acres, without reference to the 
revenue be realized from them. If one was to 
‘be a landed proprietor, it looked well 
to be so in a handsome way. 4 
white man and a son of the 
oll was thought to be badly off if he owned 
less than 1,000 acres. Many of the planters 
were jand-poor. And many of them are 80 
Still. The number of poor gentlemen who own 
1.000 to 1,500 acres in Mississippi or I ouisiana is 
surprising. They are poor, but proud. They 
rejoice in the extent of their possessions. They 
take an honest pride in dealing in big figures, 
though they put their fingers on little enough in 
the way of returns. My place” is a common 
phrase; and when you ask the size of it, as you 
are always expected to do, it is as good as a play 
to hear the big figures come rolling out. 
THE FIRST EPFECT OF THE LAND-SYSTEM 
is the impoverishment of the planters. They 
keep up expensive places, for a point of pride, 
and do not keep up the whole as weil as it 
would be kept if divided awoug smaller farmers. 
One-third to one-half the plantation is ordinarily 
not put in cultivation. Part of it is left 
in woodlands and part is permitted to grow up 
in grass. It is not fully utilized, because the 
planter has not the time or the money or the 
patience to get it ali in shape. Some ol it is 
fertile and some of it comparatively barren; 
some subject to overflow and some not. The 
lanter makes the fat kine support the lean. 
‘nat which is good for nothing he retains to 
keep up his name and position in the county. 
But he pays taxes on it all, and withdraws it all 
from the market. 
NO DIVERSITY OF CROPS. 
The second effect of the laod-system is akin 
to the first, inasmuch as it also impoverishes 
the planters; but, above and beyond that, it 
works a permapent injury to the country. It is 
the detenoration of the soil. Planting on a 
large scale is antagonistic to a diversitv of 
crops. The careful personal superintendence, 
the watching and the care that would be re- 
quired to grow many different grains, raise 
stock and plant cotton at the same time, would 
be too severe a tax on the energies of a white 
man in a hot climate. So the Southern planter 
is generally content to bend bis energies to 
cotton alone; He may raise corn enough for 
his own use, and he may not. WProbabiy not. 
And as for going off that line into sbeep, or oats, 
or hay, the farmer in the South who should do 
such a thing would be considered wild and 
crack-brained. There may be money in it, and 
there may not. It is true the soil is the richest 
in the world, rivaling that of the Nile Valley, 
aud adapted for many things; but it 
never has grown anything but cotton, and it 
Would be violating States-rights if it ever did. 
The farmer on 200 acres raises all the grain 
and vegetables for his family; he utilizes the 
hill-sides for sheep. He has bogs and cattle 
more than he can use. His bare is larger than 
his house. He sells butter, eggs, and poultry, 
and if one thing fails he has another to fall back 
oo. Could not the Southern planter take a 
lesson from the Ohio farmer! 
TENANT FARMERS. 
Ido not hesitate to say that the tenant-farm- 


ing practiced at the South is the worst known 
on the face of the earth. It is a cut-throat ar-

THE THIRD EFFECT OF THE LAND-SY8STEM 
is to discourage immigration. This aspect of 
the question was so ably discussed in a recent 
editorial in {faz Tribune that it would be use- 
less to go over it again. The wave-line in immi- 
gration is one of the most peculiar and note- 
worthy facts iv our history. Immigration does 
not follow isothermal lines, but Iisopolitical 
lines. The South bas been given a wide berth 
first, because it employed servile labor, and 
afterwards because it discouraged small hold- 
ings. This has been the practical, though not 
the intentional, effect of plantation system 
io the South. Big planters have been able to 
crush out competition. They bave been in 
a position to raise cotton at less cost 
than small farmers, though not with great profit 
to themselves. The social system built up on 
the land-system bas also been discouraging to 
immigrants. Thrift, industry, and independ- 
ence have not counted for so much in the South 
asa family-neme, fine manners, and elegant 
\leisure. : 

COST OF SUPERINTENDENCE. 

Involved in the land-system are some conse- 
quences of importaucez which I have barely 
room to mention. One is the enormous cost of 
superintendence. In a * where fleld- 
labor is held to be degrading, no confideuce 
is reposed in the honesty of the laborer, a good 
percentage of the revenues of a farm has to be 
spent in superintendence. Each gang of la- 
borers (when laborers are employed by the day) 
must have an overseer; and on a plantation of 
2,000 acres you will commonly find employed: 
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These are white men of intelligence, who have 
to be paid good salaries. The four probably 
cost the planter $3,500 and their board, ‘The 
proprietor does nothing, and his assistants do 
nothing that they can possibly help doing, That 
is the rule amoug white men at the South. If 
the negroes are lazy, as I believe they sometimes 
are, it must be confessed they have gone to a 

vod school for sluggards. They get their 
aziness and their improvidence from the same 
source. 

THE GENERAL IDLENESS OF THE WHITES 


is the last evil effect of plantation-farming, and 
the greatest. The Southern people do not yet 
recognize the enormous tax laid on the soil by 
an idle white population. If they should go 
North and see the farmers working 10 the field 
by the side of their men, the farmers’ wives 
and daughters preparing meals for all the 
bands and keeping up the dairy besides; the 
whole family sitting down to a frugal home- 
made meal together; the coarse, plain, and 
durable clothing of the sons and daughters; 
the seal on the wmsky-bottie, and the careful 
economy of land as wel) as of the products of 
land, they might understand why the North is 
so much more pros perous than the South. This 
phase of the subject, however, has been so often 
discussed iu Tun [RIBUNE that it need not be 
more than referred to here. 

THE PLANTERS HAVE BEEN LOSING MONEY. 
Their lot is bardly more to be envied than 
that of the unfortunate negroes. With luxu- 
rious tastes, pride that no patos J or suffering 
can subdue, and a sincere attachment to the 
soil, they are compelled to see their broad acres 
gradually passing into the hands of usurers and 
land-sharks. ‘The truth is, that planting on its 
merits was never a profitable busineas. In the 
old days money was made out of the slaves. 
Littie Africans were the best crops ever raised 
on Southerp soil. They commanded money at 
all times. They were the currency of the 
country. The value of everything could be 
reckoned in pickanninies. And the advantage 
of first importance to the planters was that 
THE DEMAND ALWAYS EXCEEDED THE SUPPLY. 
Nothing short of a stroke of lightning could 
balk the negro-farmer of bis gains. If a man 
were only born the owver of a half dozen slaves, 
and did nothing but encourage their increase, 
he was bound to die rich. Now all this has 
been stopped. The negro does his own busi- 
ness, feeds, clothes, and disposes of biniself as 
he will, and he sets even a higher value on him- 
self than the planter formerly did. ‘The great 
problem of the day in the Sonth is how to find 
some occupation for white men as noble and lu- 
crative as the traffic in slaves used to be. Plan- 
tation-farming never paid in the old days; and 
nothing can be more certain than that it will not 
pay in the new. R. W. P.

A Secret that Has Come to Belong to 
thody—The Wisdom of William H. in 

| Lawsuit.

New Tonk, May 9.—There is much unprinted

Architect Boyineton Condemns the 
Custom-House Stone. 


Its Petroleum Spots, Lamination, Pateh- 
ing, Iron Stains, Ete. 


Mr, Swett Calls His Attention to His Pre- 
vious Statements on the Subject. 


The seventh day’s proceedings in the trial of 
the Custom-House cases began yesterday morn- 
ing at the usual hour, 9:30 o’clock, with 

KALSTROM, 
the Government witness, again on tne stand. 

The witness, in answer to Mr. Campbell’s 
questions, said the  gtone-tickets’’ were re- 
turned to the office of the Assistant Superin- 
tendent in charge of cutting, and formed the 
clerk’s basis in making up his monthly reports. 
These reports were made in duplicate, one go- 
ing to Washington and ove remaining here. 

Mr. Campbell produced the report Of stone- 
cutting for July, 1877, and offered it in evidence. 
It embraced six or seven pages of ruled paper, 
each about the size of half a page of Tux Tais- 
UNE, and filled up with figures giving a detailed 
record of the size, amount of work done and 
time spent uvon, and the total cost of each 
stone cut during the month. 

Similar reports for August, September, Octo- 
ber, and November, 1877, were also put in evi- 
dence. 

Continuing, witness said the Superintendent 
of the building kept a stock-book made up from 
these reports. 

Three immense stock-books were put in evi- 
dence. 

Mr. Campbell next drew witness’ attention to 
the fact that a large number of the orders for 
stone—orders from Prussing on Mueller—sim- 
ply inclosed plans, and the witness went below 
and made search for the plans. While he was 
gone Mr. Campbell explained the stoek- book to 
the jury, counsel for the defense and several of 
the defendants themselves standing around him 
while he did so. 

The jury didn’t get it fully through their 
heads, and finally Kalstrom, who had come in 
with his plans, dropped the roll, planted the 
stock-book on the Bailiff’s desk, and started out

Then the jury pored Over these stone-sched- 
ules, the lawvers endeayoring to help them out 
when they got puzzied, A question aruse as to 
whether the contents represented quarry or net 
dimensions, and, at Mr, Campbell’s suggestions, 
Juror Annabel worked it out with pencil and 
paper,—as Bangs atrociously observed, by figure- 
nometry. 

When the mathematical operation had been 
completed, witness’ stated, in answer to Mr. 
Campbell, that the lations in these eched- 
ules were based on 8 or quarry sizes, but he 
had figured the thing upon net sizes, and ascer- 
tained just how much stone there wasin the 
entire building. 

Mr. Hoyne objected to the witness’ calcula- 
tions on some other person’s calculations, and 
his conclusions thereon. 

Mr. Campbell said he proposed to show that 
witness bad taken the Department sizes, laid 
down in the schedules, and which were figured 
upon stock sizes, and from them had found 
the number of eubic feet in the various stories, 
area walls, etc., making a total of 463,449 cubic 
feet; and, applying reto the prices men- 
tioned in the contract, be had figured out the 
sum ot $610,335.50, which was the same amount, 
as shown by Mr. Harris, that Lad been paid to 
Mueller for dimension. stone. Further than 
this, Mr. Campbell said he proposed to show 
that the witness had taken the same schedules, 
ficured up net sizes, and found the entire cubic 
contents of the building on net sizes to be 423,- 
901 cubic feet; and, applying thereto the same 
prices, the amount of the contractor’s prices 
for stone ubon the schedule of net 
sizes would be $551,151.99,—the same amount 
that the vouchers showed had been paid. The 
difference, $59,183.51, showed how much was 
paid for the half-inch. 

Mr. Hoyne waived his objection, and the wit- 
ness, in response to Mr. Campbell’s questions, 
stated the results of his figuring as above. A 
summary of the same, and the plans previously 
mentioned, were then offered in evidence, and 
engaged the attention of the jury for some mo- 
ments. The next thing introduced was a tabu- 
lated statement, prepared by the witness, show- 
ing who had held the offices of Supervising 
Architect, Superintendent of Construction, 
Assistant Superintendent, Inspectors of Stone, 
and ‘Timekeepers, from the time of the com- 
mencement of the building down to date, with 
the periods during which each man held office. 
It may have Leen a valuable piece of testimony, 
but was not particularty interesting. 

Having gotten through with Kalstrom on this 
branch of the case, Mr. Campbell 

TURNED HIM OVER TO THE DEFENSE, 


and Mr. Horne proceeded to cross-examine 
bim, first asking him to describe the process of 
receiving and inspecting the stone on its arrival 
at the yards. After this first inepection, said 
the witness, if the stone passed inspection, it 
was marked with the Inspector’s private mark, 
and was put op the inspection-list, preparatory 
to being turned over to the cutters. If it did 
not pase inspection, it was laid aside. A letter 
was written at the end of the month by Prus- 
sing, notifying Burling of the rejection of cer- 
tain stones on account of stock, and others 
which turned out defective in the process of 
sawing. Mueller’s bills for stone and sawing 
were made up by his clerk, Gower, and formed 
the basis for the vouchers. Reed, Mueller’s 
master-mason, left in the summer of 1877. Reed 
laid off the work in proper sizes, and the pat- 
teru- maker made out the patterns.

FINANCIAL. 


Chieago dealers in Government bonds report- 
ed the demand for them strong. There was no 
improvement in price. The brokers are paying 
102@10234 for the 4s, and are selling at 102%@ 
10256. A slight increase in the number of buy- 
ers of bonds of small denominations has been 
caused by the interruption of sales of refunding 
certificates at the Post-Office and Sub-Treasury. 
The Chicago supply of 4 per cents is about ex- 
nausted, although some of the banks bought 
‘largely when the 46 were below par. The New 
York Syndicate is reported to be disposing rap- 
idly of its holdings. 

Foreign exchange was stronger. The supply 
of commercial bills is small, although some 
shipments are being made. More is doing in 
the export of previsions than in grain. The future 
of the exchange market depends almost alto- 
gether, according to the New York Daily Com- 
mercial Bulletin, on the movement of securities’ 
between bere and Europe. If London, where 
money is excessively easy, and where there is 
great difficulty in employing it safely at all, 
takes 4 per cent bonds freely, or buys back 
American securities lixe Erie bonds, which it 
has been selling to us tor many months, then 
specie exports during the coming summer 
will. be avoidéd; otherwise, it is not at all un- 
likely that some gold may be exported. 
In Chicago sterling grain bills were 485@485}¢ 
for 60-day bills and 486% for sight, and French 
were strong at 518 for 60-day bills and 516% 
for sight. The actual Chicago rates for sterling 
were 487@48ST; and 488%. In New York the 
actual rates were the same asin Chicago. The 
posted rates for sterling were 488 and 48935. 
French bankers’ bills were 516% and 515, and 
actual rates were 518}¢ for 60 days and 516 on 
demand.

The condition of the money market generally 
is much like that in Philadelphia, as described 
by the Ledger. It says that, although money is 
easy, there is an uneasy feeling in the market. 
Notwithstanding the improvement in some 
branches of general business and the continuea 
activity in operations in the stock market, the 
banks and money-lenders have gradually lost 
their grip on rates, and the market shows signs 
of further weakening. In fact, it is not too 
much to say that the very improvement in gen- 
eral business, so far from leading to a greater 
demand for money, has almost had a contrary 
effect. 

Au active demand exists for the Cook County 
5 per cents, and numerous sales are reported at 
101 and interest. The brokers are now paying 
tor scrip, and selling at 99. There is not

With a few exceptions, the stock-list showed 
advancing quotations. Western Union made 
the event of the day by a rise of g, from 10576 
to 1083. The highest point of the day was 
108. The stories of the fiat dividend have 
been revived, but the strength of this stock lies 
in the expectation that it will be made 
a permanent 6&-per-cent dividend security. 
Much higher prices are confi lently predicted hy 
the hulls. The coal stocks were all strong, 
harsh as it may seem tosay it, on the state- 
ment that Judge Packer, of the Lehigh Com- 
pany, was sick beyond the hope of recovery. A 
dispatch was received here, after the stock mar- 
ket clogged, announcing his-death. The opposi- 
tion of Judge Packer bas been the chief difficul- 
ty in the way of a renewal of the coal combina- 
tion, and at the stock market anything that 
tends to a coal combination enhances the value 
of the coal stocks. Delaware & Hudson ad- 
vanced , to 473; Lackawanna 1. to 4%; and 
Jersey Central %, to 454g. There was an ad- 
vance in the Grabgers and Vanderpilts, 
excepting Michigan Central, which opened 
and closed at 8136. Lake Shore went up 
from 739% to 743g, and closed at 73%. North- 
Westero common advanced from 61}¢ to 62, 
and the preferred from 93% to 943%. St. Paul 
was a favorite with Chicago buyers, on account 
of the much advertisea rainé in Minnesota. The 
common opened at 4836. and sold finally at 46%, 
the highest price of the day. The preferred ad- 
vanced from 86 to 86%. Rock island was 
steady at 1833¢. Erie was not active, but closed 
ig better than on Monday. The stock has been 
depressed by apprebensions of a railroad war in 
the East. Union Pacific was worked up from 
72 to 73. Wabash recovered from 3434 to 35%, 
but afterward reacted to 34%. There was no 
strength in the Southwesternvs, except in St.

100 shares, of the par value of $5,000, by paying 
$100 be can have a $100 bond and stock to the 
par value of $300. Of course if he does nut pay 
anything he cannot get anything. 

Among other chief stocks now being taken up 
is Chesapeake & Ohio. There were purchases 
on Saturday of nearly 5,000 shares of the com- 
mon at 2}¢@85¢, but the official list cannot rec- 
ognize the saies, as the stock is not yet admit- 
ted to quotation. In consequence of the evi- 


aent desire to deal in Chesapeake & Ohio com- 
mon stock, Mr. A. 8. Hatch, Vice-President ot 
the Company, has made application to have it 
admitted to the Stock Exchange. The New 
York World has these interesting remarks on 
the rise in the stock of the Chesapeake & Ohio 
and the Indianapolis, Cincinnati & Lafayette:

Thirty-one years, or thereabouts, since the 
great Millerite excitement; but they were out in 
full force yesterday. 

The death of Warren Norton, Esq. „an old 
and honored member of the Board of Trade, 
was announced yesterday on ’Change. 

Our No. 2 wheat remains in store, with Iittie 
apparent disposition to move it out, the No. 3 
still being so relatively cheap as to be preferred 
by shippers. Corn, on the contrary, is going 
out very freely, and the inspectors say that its 
condition is magnificent. They state that 
corn never went out of store in better condition 
than now, which fact may partially account for 
the willingness of shippers to take it. We note 
that cana) receipts of corn are very slow. There 
is plenty of corn along the canal, but a great 
deal of it has been transferred into future 
months, the premium paying well for holding 
corn in the country, especially as much of it wil! 
grade better a month or two hence than it would 
if brought in now. 

The heavens were hung with black yesterday 
morning, and it was amusing to see the number 
of men who watched the skies anxiously for 
rain, as Enoch Arden ‘waited for a sail. It 
threatened to rain heavily, but the clouds passed 
over after dispensing only a few drops to cheer 
the hearts of the bears. As the rain refused to 
fall, the hopes of the bulls revived, and there 
was a substantial advance in wheat in conse- 
quence. 

The condition of the growing wheat is as much 
of a mystery as ever to the average operator. 
The news is almost udanimous in stating that 
Minnesota, Iowa, and Nebraska have been vis- 
ited by copious rainfall, which assures a fair 
wheat-crop in those States. But there is reason 
to fear that the 30,000,000 bu of Kansas last year 
will dwindle down toa relatively small quantity, 
and news from some other sections indicates 
that the season has been too dry to permit a 
good yield of wheat. There are, however, plen- 
ty of operators who assert that a spring drought 
never yet damaged wheat, and that such sea- 
sons have always preceded the harvesting of 
our most abundant crops. 

The leading produce markets were decidedly 
irreguiar yesterday. The early tendency was 
downward, to the extent of losing the advance 
gained the previous afternoon. The prospect of 
rain tended to depress breadstuffs, but after it 
was found that the dlouds did not part with 
any considerable quantity of moisture the mar- 
kets became firmer. Wheat advanced to the 
premium side of a dollar for delivery 
after this month, and other cereals were firm in 
sympathy, though corn and oats both remained 
lower through the principal session than the 
later prices of Monday. Rye and barley were 
stronger, and provisions in better demand in 
sympathy with more strength in hogs, which 
were wanted by packers to fill contracts for 
meats. 

The dry-goods market was devoid of new 
features. There was a fair demand for staple 
and’ seasonable fabrics, and prices again dis- 
played positive firmness. Groceries were freely 
ordered by the city and country trade, and, 
with a few unimportant exceptions, prices were 
firm throughout the list. Sugars continue active 
and strong. Rice bas advanced Me within the past 
two days. Coffees and teas were about steady. 
There was considerable activity in canned goods, 
the inquiry coming chiefly from the more West- 
ern points. Dried iruite were generaliy steady. 
Layer and loose muscatel raisins were quoted 
lower. Apples also were slightly easier. The 
fish market was unchanged. In the ofl market 
the changes were confined to a decline in tur- 


pentine of 1c,—now quoted at 88e. Butter and 


cheese were in fair request, and for good goods 
the feeling was firm, supplies continuing mod- 


erate. 
The lumber market was fairly active and 


steady. The receipts were again light, and the 
stock of dry tumber here is said to be much 
broken. ‘The cargo market was unchanged, the 
moderate offerings selling readily at the current 
prices. The recent storm in the Mississippi 
lumber district is reported to have been a heavy 
one, and the prospect for getting out the log- 
drives is said to be excellent. Some of the local 
dealers, however, think a great deal more 
water will be required than one storm could 
have furnished to bring the logs out of the 
small branches ot the main rivers. The de- 
mand for metals and nails continues good, 
planished iron and lead being the only articles 
that were quoted lower. Old wool sold in 
mall lots at current prices. New unwashed is 
coming forward in small quantities. Broom- 
corn was dull. Hay was firm, and hides steady. 
Seeds were quiet, the late varieties being tirm 
under a good demand, with very little seed of 
either kind in the market. Green fruits sold at 
former prices, though strawberries weakened in 
consequence of larger offerings. 

Freights were irregular. It was early an- 
nounced that rail freights were down to the 
basis of 15e per 100 Ibs of grain to New York, 
20c do to Boston, and 12c to Baltimore, but lake

of the Exeentive Committee, providing that no 


new member shall be admitted unless on payment 
of a sum equal to all past assessments on the old 
members, is a little tuo severe, im my opinion, 
especially when the applicant has just bcilf a mill. 
or purchased an old one, the former owner of 
which was too stingy to join the Association 
When the applicant, however, has been a mill- 
owner during all our past trouble, and tarough 
fear or other selfisn motive desires membership, 1 
would not favor his admission unless his purse was 
made to suffer in the same regtio that ours had 
done. On this subject, however, I do not believe 
it will be expedient to make any arbitrary rules, 
bat rather to invest the Nationa! Executive Com- 
mittee with plenary powers to vary the initiation 
fees, as in their judgment will bo just to the new 
and old members, first requiring that the applicant 
shall receive the indorsement of the Executive 
Committee of the State Association he desires to 
join, and submits a statement of his claims for a 
reduction of his fees. In this consgection I 
would also suggest that a vote by bailot should be 
necessary to aamit new members to State Associa- 
tions or to the National Association from unorgan- 
ized States, and that all applications should be 
submitted to the reguiar meetings, the applicant 
meantime paying in hie fees and assessmenta, and 
ores the privileges of the Association till such 
vote was had, and, if his application was rejected, 
his money could be refunded him. There onght 
also to be some provision for the expulsion of 
members other than from their nqn-payment of 
dues. In the primary stages of this organization 
its membership consisted iargeiy of manufacturers 
of and dealers in mill machinery, but when ‘he 
constitution was adopted at the first St. Louis Con- 
vention they were asked to take a back seat and 
remain without the pale, I was somewhat act- 
ive in helping the millers then assembled to reach 
this conclusion, and 1 am Low convinced I made 
a mistake in doing so, and now favor their 
admission on some basis that will be satisiac- 
tory to them and just to ourselves. Our 
success is necessarily theirs, aud many of 
them, during the late unpleasantness. when 
some of our own members were backward 
in furnishing the funds necessary to defend the 
suit, not only unsolicited put their hands in their 

ockets. but furnished information to our attor- 
neys materially assisting us in gaining victory. 

nere are black sheep even among them, though, 
but Iam willing to trust the Committee to keep 
them out. 

The fourth propasition. that all voting should be 
based upon the number of runs of buhrs represent- 
ed, is an eminently fair one; aud. while we have 
had no trouble in the paet in voting, there might 
something arise by whica tue minority in interest, 
by the force of numbers, be enabled to carry 
through the Conventron some proposition that 
might work injustice to the larger miliers.

Some of ovr members may object tothe sixth 
recommendation, as I understand the Michivan

but I must ask these gentiemento bear in mind 
that, while the Denchfleld people have not been so 
exorbitant in their demands as were the Cochrane 
party, yet the principle is the same in both cases. 
and if, from fear of a lawsuit and ite attendant 
costs and annoyances, we should compromise an 
unjust claim, and thereby invite the thousand and 
one harpies who are now watching the results of 
these initial proceedings to prey upon us, we de- 
serve to be bled to depietion, and compelled to re- 
sign the milling ousiness to men of more nerve. 
Our attorneys, after a very careful examination, 
have decided that the claims made under this 
Denchfeld patent are not valid, and with that in 
formation it is a duty we owe to ourrelves and 
the public to ight it up to the court of last resort. 
Even if we could compromise for 10 per cent of 
what it would cost to defend the suits, I should 
favor the latter course, because in the end it 
would be the cheaper one. If the owners of frand- 
ulent patents, and still more fraudulent reissues, 
find that we cannot de frightened by threats of 
a lawsuit, they will be chary of commencing one, 
and the sooner we Convince them that such is our 
determination the better for our purses and our 
temper. 
The justice and utility of 
THE SEVENTH RECOMMENDATION 


you will all heartily indorse. Although at our 
tiret Convention we stated that we were in favor of 
paying liberally for new inventions, although at 
every convention since we have reiterated the 
statement then made, and although there is 
not a piece of patented machinery in our 
mills that we have pot paid from two 
to five times its first cost for, and for 
using which we have bees aned, or, are threatened 
With suits on, because somebody claimed it in- 
fringed some obsolete former patent; yet our ene- 
mies, the assignees by purchase of the fruits of 
others’ brains, ard those whose inventive genius 
hes wholly in reiseuing some dead device to cover 
some successful appliance (a fitting example of 
which is found in the Cochrane fair). have been 
‘trying to convince the public that. while we are 
willing to avail ourselves of anything that will im- 
prove the quality of our manufactures or enhance 
our -‘yield,”’ we are systematically opposed 
to paving for such improvements. Indeed, euch 
an assertion was made in the Scientific American, 
over the signature of a 3 patent lawyer, 
some two years ago, and you all know how unjust 
and how undeserved it was. 

Now, gentlemen, you must be aware that nearly 
every month new patents are taken out on mil! 
machinery, but it is years before any number of 
vou have those possessing merit brought to your 
attention. Oftentime, too, you or the men in 
your employ alight upon something that, while 
veluabie to you, you either desire to keep the 
knowledge of to yourselves, orthink not of value 
sufficient to pateat, only to find, after the lapse of 
four or five years, that you have been infringing 
some patent issued a year or two previous, and 
the royal you are then compelied to pay is a 
thousand-foid what the original machine would 
have cost, supplemented with which you have the 
uncomforte@le reflection that you, or your em- 
ploye, musi have seen a description of this ma- 
chine, process, or device, and that the inventor 
may be thinking that you all tce time intended to 
steal the fruits of his bramwork. 

THE PATENTER 


also may not be in a position financially to bring 
his invention favorably and promptly to the atten- 
tion of the milling fraternity, and the conse- 
quence is that, although bis profits are large on 
each machine, yet the expense of disposing of 
them eats all these profits up, and by the time hie 

invention begins to be appreciated his patent rons 
out, leaving him as poor as he was at the begin- 
ning- Now, were this Association to employ some 
one well versed in milling and expert in patent 
law, be could not only watch our interests in re- 
gard to past patents and reissues, advising us as to 
whom we owed royalties for valid patents, and 
what invalid patents to resist, but he could also 
bring to our attention such patented machinery as 
he might deem meritorions, or at least euch as in 
his er 3 we could risk testing or experiment- 
ing with. If then we found something that was of 
value he could arrange to pay for it such 
a sum as would be a fortune to the in- 
ventor, but would be insignificant to the individ- 
nal members of such 4 large organization as 
this. I dislike to repeat myself, but I mace a sug- 
gestion at Buffalo and again at Inafanapolis in ref- 
erence to your Committee on Mill Machinery test- 
ing new inventions in milling on the different 
classes and varietics of wheat, raised in the aiffer- 
ent sections of the country, and, if this seveaoth 
recommendation is adopted, the course suggested 
will be a feasible one. I know that to many of 
you tnis plan will seem Utopian, thinking that it 
is to your interest to keep the knowleage of such 
machinery and processes as you have tested and 
found valuadle as secret as possible; but, gentle- 
men, you are, in my Opinion. making a grave mis 
take, as many of us have found in the past three 
years, and, if we will only be oven with one an- 
Other, and exchange ideas and results of experi- 
ments, we will not be cogiined to the United States 
for a market, and the ligut profits that competition 
on a limited market of necessity — us to 
accept, but we will have the larger part of Europe 
and South America for our customers.

While on the Istof March last our membership 
only included 3.250 runs ot buhrs, or less than 
one-twentieth of the number in the Uni td States, 
I feel confident that before another year ils round 
that number will be very largely increased. Our 
success in ihe Cochrane suit has been of immense 
benefit to us. and many millers have since joined, 
paying up past assessments, many of them, I am 
convinced, not from fear of futare consequences, 
but from a desire to bear their share of the burden. 
GRADING AND INSPECTION 

is a subject that I must agam urge you to take some 
action on. 1 know it has been of immense benefit 
to the St. Louis market, especially when the flour 
has been exported. Out of some 400,000 barrels 
and sacks of flour that have been shipped on 
through bills of lading from that city, to Great 
Uritaen and the Continent, I have vot heard of a 
singie complaint in regard to grade, buyers there 
being satisiied to take the certificate of the Board 
of Flour luspectors as to quality, weight, and con- 
dition. If some such system as that recom- 
mended by our Committee at Buffalo 
wus adopted, am confident it would add 
at least 0 per cent to the amount of flour exvorted 
the coming season. Our flour exports the past 
year, as, I think, I have already mentioned, have 
been quite lurge. the amount shipped on through 
bills of lading from interior points being at least 
ten times as great as in nv previous year, 
Freights, both inland and ocean, bave been quite 
low for the past six months, and the railroads 
seem at last inclined to put the manufactured 
article on a par. as to rates, with the raw material, 
and, at times, even to favor it. The only serious 
drawback at present on through shipment abroad 
is in reference to tue powers given to the railroads 
at the seaboard, in regard to the shipment thence, 
regardless of the line or steamship named in the 
bill of iading. This has caused some trouble 
on the other side lately, on account of one steamer 
(the Zanzibar) having been lost. Several other 
steamers, not belonging to the regular limes, by 
which the property was to go, have dehvered their 
eargoes in bad order. This trouble has been some- 
what overcoine by the insertion in the insurance 
certificates of a clause providing for all the lib- 
erties expressed ip the bill of lading’; but even 
that does not entirely satisfy our Customers on the 
otaer side, and the American Chamber of Com- 
merce of Liverpool, under date of March 24, de- 
sire me to call your attention to a report of a spe- 
cini committee of that body, made Maren 18, in 
reference to this matter, asking us to take some 
action in regard to it. This document I have re- 
ferred to the Comm'ttoe of which Mr. Elles is 
Chairman. and they have prepared and will snomit 
a report on the subjeci. | see no reason why, with 
cheap (uel and large water power. Cheap transports- 
tion, late improvements in the processes of mill- 
ing, and first-class machinery in nearly every 
large mill in the United States. a bushel of 
wheat sbould leave this country except in the 
shape of flour. While our English friends jastly 
ridicule the proposition of one of our Pennsylvania 
members, who seriousiv suggested an export duty 
on wheat, they kindly furvieh us a Roland for our 
Oliver, in the person of a Lipcolushire miller, who 
jast as seriously suggests, as the only remedy for 
the decadence of the British milling interests, the 
taxation of American flour while American wheat 
should come in duty free. 

The improvements in mill machinery have been 
greater the past year than ever before; but, in my 
vpinion, we have not begun to do what can be done, 
and that in the next year or two. I know of a great 
many large mills projected, the building of which 
has been deferred till experiments now being made 
have been fally tested, 

In conclusion. gentlemen, let me hope that your 
deliberations will be as pleasant and proßtable as 
they have been in the past, and that none of you 
will regret the time spent in attending this sixth 


Oonvention. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

Mr. Frank Little, Secretary of the Associa- 
tion, read a communication from the Secretary 
of the Board of Trade of Chicago, inclosing reso- 
lutions passed by the Directors, and extending 
the courtesies ot the Board to the Association. 
A communication from the agents of the State 
Line Steamship Company of New York, proſter- 
ring a steamboat trip as an inducement to the 
Association to visit that city next year, Was also 
read. A recess was then taken until 2 o’clock. 

On reassembling, the report of the Committee 
on Credentials was taken as read, all members 
having been suoplied with badges. Ihe read- 
ing of the proceedings of the last Convention 
was aleo dispensed with. 

The Secretary read a letter from Mr. F. Cham- 
berlain, of Albany, N. T., Chairman of the 
Committee on a Miller’s School or College. 
Mr. Chamberlain regretted his inability either 
to atteod or to present a perfected scheme for 
the college. He had talked the subject over with 
a great many gentlemen, and the unanimous 


sentiment appeared to be that the college was. 


much needed, and that it should be located in 


the West. 


PATENTS. 

Mr, Alexander H. Smith, Chairman of the 
Committee on Patents, read a loug report. The 
Committee recommended concerted action for 
the purpose of securing needed amendments to 
the Patent law. Over 15,000 patents are issued 
annually, and these cover all sprts of inven- 
tions, The milling interest has suffered by im- 
perfections of the Patent laws, and millers ask 
for legislation in their defense. The Commit- 
tee recommended the passage of a bill embody- 
ing the foliowing amendments: 

Firet—Fixing a definite time within which suits 
for infringement must ve brought. It may sur- 
prise millers to learn that under existing laws it is 
very doubtful whether any statute of limitations is 
applicable to snch suits, and that the patentee may 
demand his profits or damages, no matter bow 
great the lapse of time. Sucha matter should not 
not he left open to any doubt, and a clearer case 
for legislation can hardly be presented. 

Second—Regnlating the measure of recovery of 
damages or profits by proper restrictions to a reason - 
able compensation tothe patentve. This is par- 
ticularly demanded where infringement, as oy 
millers almost universally, is innocent, and not 
wunton or malicious. 

Third—Tuaxing patents after a certain number of 
years, sothat the owners of valuable and mer- 
itorioue patents may, as inthe ¢ase of all other 
property. contribute to the support of the Govern- 
ment. which gives them such protection, and that 
the worthless patents, which constitute tne great 
majority, may be wiped from the records, and not 
remain for the sole puroose of enabling patent 
sharks to obtain fraudulent reissaes to impose 
upon the pubiic. 

Foarth— Providing further salutary restrictions 

upon the granting of reissues, millers do not need 
to be informed of the importance of such an 
amendment. . 
_ Fifth—Giving individuals interested the right to 
instifate and prosecute proceedings to annul a pat- 
ent, on the ground toat it was illegally issued, 
without being compelled to wait for the patentee 
to sue for infringement. 

The Committee further stated that a bill em- 
bodying these and other points was carefully 
prevared/Dby parties interested in the judicious 
amendment of the Patent laws, aided by the ad- 
vice of many of the leading pateut lawyers of 
the country. After long and careful considera- 
tion by the Patent Committees of both Houses, 
it was unanimously recommended for passage. 
So wire and judicious were the amendments that 
they were fully indorsed by the Commissioner 
of Patents, and, after full discussion, the 
bill passed the Seuate almost unanimously. 


There was no opposition except on the part of 


a few interested in perpetuating existing 
abuses. But, when the bill reached tne Hoase, 
the session was far advanced, and, because the 
railroad interest had been more prominent 
than other great industries in advocating the 
bill, the foolish cry that a lobby was working for 
it was raised, and the session closed without any 
action being taken. 
The Committee were not advised whether this 
or a similar bill will be presentea to the 
gress just orrauizod by the parties who were 
instrume in presenting the former. But no 
industry ore interested than the millers in

sweeping amendment was needed whereby the 
maker or vendor alone should be held resoonsi- 
ble for infringements of patents, and that in- 
nocent purchasers should be proteeted. As it 
was, the millers were swindled every day, and 
he for ove had got tt of it. 

Mr. Bradfield, of Michigan, said that they 
wanted honester men in the Patent-Office, at 
least in the Primary Examiners’ Department. 
Fle instanced a case which came under his own 
notice, and broadly charged that money was 
used and put wucre it would do the most good. 
He believed that there was something rotten in 
Denmark. . 

The Chair said that, while the law now before 
Congress did not give them all the relief they 
needed, it yet acted in some measure as a pro- 
tection against dishonest patents and reissues. 
He did not agree with Mr. Bradfield that one or 
two thousand dollars would sometimes go a 
long way in the Pavefit-Office, and he thought 
that the Primary Examiners were overworked, 
but not dishonest. The bill had failed princi- 

Hy because it was championed by the railroad 
nterest, and the idea got out that the monop- 
olists wanted to defraud the honest inventor. 

The report of the Committee on Patents was 
adopted. | 

Mr. Fletcher, of Minnesota, moved that the 
Committee on Patents be requested to draft a 
petition to Congress embodying the views ad- 
vanced, and requesting the passage of the bill. 
The motion prevailed. | 

Mr. Baker, of Minnesota, offered a resolution 
requesting the Presidents of the State Associa- 
tions to prepare a statement embodying the rec- 
ommendations of the Committee on Patents 
and to forward one to each Senator and Repre- 
sentative. The resolution was adopted.

Mr. Nicholas Ellis, of Evansville, Ind., pre- 

sented the report of the Committee on General 


‘Reference, to whom was referred a communica- 


tion as follows: 

American Cann oF CommERcE, LIVERPOOL, 
March 24, 1879.—7o the President of the Millers’ 
National Associaltion—Dgar Sin: The rapid in- 
crease of the business between the Western and 
Southern States of the United States of America 
and this port, much of which is done upon through 
bills of lading. has drawn the attention of the 
members of this Chamber to the forms of bills of 
lading now in use and the insecurity thereunder, 
and, while no important losses bave as yet come 
under their notice, they Lave seriously feit the in- 
convenience and loss resulting from irregularity 
and delay in shipments. 

The forms of bills of lading were referred by this 
Chamber to a special committee, whose report is 
inclosed, and I am instructed to call your attention 
thereto, hoping that the «6 estions therein made 
can be carried out. In addition, 1 have to ask 
whether it is not possibile to secure some action by 
the Congress of the United States, sotnat no arrest 
of property shall be permissibie in passing from 
State to State to the seaboard, and thus that an in- 
nocent holder of bills of Jading may be protected 
in the possession of the property as represented 
therein against any claims which might be brought 
in consequence of the liabilities of snippers. “No 
instance of legal arrest bas been notified to this 
Chamber upon any bills of lading held by its mem- 
bers, but, as I am informed, the power of arrest ex- 
ists, and can only be overcome by Congressional 
legislation. 

This Chamber would be pleased if you will give 
these questions your consideration and favor taem 
with your Opinion upon the points now raised. 

Uniess greater security can be given to the hold- 
ers of bills of exchange with shipping documents 
attached than they new possess, the present con- 
fidence Might soeediiy,be changed by a single 
casuaity, and a difficulty of negotiation of ex- 
change arise which would be apt to curtail a busi- 
ness which, in its more perfect deveiopment, it 
appears to this Chamber, will de of immense ad- 
vantage to the trade of tae United States and Uni- 
ted Kingdom, lam, dear sir, yours faithfully.

With regard to this the Committee reported 
as follows: . 

Your Committee, to whom was referred a com- 
munication from the erican Chamber of Com- 
merce, Liverpool, and the report of a committee of 
that body, on through Hille of lading, beg leave re- 
spectfuliy to report that they have carefully ex- 
amined the matters therein complaihed of, and 
find there is some cause for the action taken by that 
body. They fina that foreign biils of lading issued 
at land points of 11 United States contain a 
clause to this effect: With liberty to ship by any 
othersteamsbip or steamship company.” This we 
find has woreed detrimentally in a few cascs lately, 
as the large amount of goods being exported from 
this side has drawn here innumerable steamers, 
many of which are not classed as high at Lloya’s 
as the steamers running in regular lines. 
The Mercnants’ Dispateh Transportation Com- 
pany, which are the largest issuers of such 
bills of lading, inform us, through their foreign 
agent in New York, W. L. Mclibanney, Esq. (to 
whom we are indebteaq for a great deal of informa- 
tion), that while this clause is put in the bills of 
lading, yet it is seldom they take advantage or it, 
and only in cases where the property arrives imme- 
diately alter the sailing of the steamer of the line 
by which it was intended to go, and at times when 
the succeeding steamer and perhaps one or two 
more of the line have full cargoes then engaged, 
and instead of keeping it on the wharves at New 
York waiting for an opportunity to ship by a 
steamer of the epecified line, take advantage of the 
first steamer offering, Claiming that thereby they 
are benellting the Wesiern snipper by giving his 
property prompt dispaich, and also claiming that 
were they to nold the property until they could 
ship by the line mentioned in the bill of lading it 
would work detrimentally to the interests of the 
Western shipper, and draw orders to tbe sea- 
board cities, instead of buying direct. as 
the purchaser could then depend on receiving his 
property within a reasonable time. The argument 
seems to us a good ong, but as reported by the 
Liverpoo! Committee, shipping by an inferior boat 
than the one insured Would vitiate the insurance, 
unless proper notice —— given the insurance com- 
pany, and even then would cost a higher rate of 
insurance; but it also entails upon the consignee 
the necessity of watening the arrivals of all 
steamers at their ports in order to claim their 
property. Two remedies appear to us in regard to 
this matter. One is the insertion in the insurance 
certificate of the wo ‘*Subject to all the jiber- 
ties expressed in the bill of lading,“ in which tne 
transportation company would de required to 
notify the shipper or the insurance company of the 
different shipwente he has made; and second, that 
following tue clause referred to in vil) of lading 
ought to be inserted a clause to this effect, But 
such ¢teamship shall not rate less at Lioyd’s than 
the steamships of the line herein named. 

Another matter complained of is the irregularity 
of delivery. We lave ascertained that, asa rule, 
the transportation companies puta full lot on each 
boat, but during the past winter, when the roads 
were biocked with snow, and the property arrived 
in all sorts of shapes, there was an irregularity 
which could scarcely, be avoided; and, as this is a 
matter wholly belonging to the railroads, and as 
they will find it to their interest not to split up lots, 
we may leave that entirely in their own hands. 

We think our friends across the water are un- 
necessarily alarmed in regard to bills of lading be- 
ing signed by the Transportation Company's ageut 
'*severally, and not jointly,” they evidently be- 
lieving that the ruilroads“ from the interior to 
the seaboard are notresponsible collectively, which 
of course they are, the phrase severally, and not 
jointly,” ew reir J to the Steamshit Company. It 
hae oeen decided by our courts in innumerable in- 
stances that where several railroads constitute a 
„ hne,“ or transportation company (as, for 
instance, the Merchants’. Dispatch Transpor- 
tation Company), that any line over 
which the property goes is responsible for loss or 
damage the same as if carried on their-own line. 
If a shipment of flour, for example, going by the 
Company mentioned from Cnicago over the Michi- 
gan Southern, Lake Shore, ana New York Central 
Railroads, reached New York in a damaged condi- 
tion, the New York Central would, we are confl- 
dent, promptly settle the — but, if they did 
not, they could be legally forced to do it. After a 
thorough inquiry amongst all our members we do 
not und a single case in which there has been the 
sliglitest trouble. g 

s to the suggestion in the President's letter 
about the possibility of securing some action by 
Congress.providing for the non-arrest of property 
in transit, there is no necessity for anything of, the 
hind. Ihe laws, we find on consultation with at- 
torneys versed in railroad matters, are very clear 
as to bills of lading in the hands of innocent par- 
ties holding the pruperty speciiied therein. 

We would respectfully sugge«t that the President 
and Secretary be authorized and instructed to act 
on behalt of this Association alone. or in con- 
junction with other mercantile bodies throughout 
the country, to confer with transportation compa- 
nies and procure, if possidle, such action as will 
satisfy our friends in Great Britain. 

Mr. Gibson, of Indianapolis, said that he 
thought the statement that there was no such 
thing as arrest Of property in transitu was a 
mistake. He had heard that a shipment of to- 
bacco trom Evansville, Ind., to Europe was 
stopped and caused much trouble. He wanted 
the matter examined, so that no rash state- 
ments should be made. 

The Chair said that be was somewhat inter- 
ested in this subject, since nine-tenths of the 
flour which he made went abroad. He had 
made inquiries of railroad lawyers, and their 
opinion fully coincided with that expressed by 
the Committee. Innocent penpijnecrs conid hold 
as against any One. 

The re of the Committee was adopted.

RAILROAD DISCRIMINATIONS. 


Mr. Pollock, of Vincennes, Ind., said that he 


believed that the railroads discriminated in 
favor of the raw material as against the manu- 
factured product. He had no motion to make, 
and simply called up the subject. 

Mr. Gibson said if there was any discrimina- 
tion it was because wheat came in large blocks, 
and railroads were glad to make contracts for 


100 or 500 cars of wheat in order to keep their | 


rolling stock In use. Millera, on the other 
a 


discrimination of about twenty pounds to the 
barrel in favor of flour. k ers 
Messrs. Witson and Chapman, of ‘Tilinois, 
agreed with Mr. Pollock, and said they. knew of 
instances in which an actual discrimination ex- 
isted in favor of wheat. Mr. Bradford held 
similar views. 

Mr. Dewar, of Kansas City, said it could not 
be expected that railroads would carry flour any 
cheaper than they would wheat. And it was 


reasonable also that railroads should grant 


more favorable terms when large amounts of 
freight were contracted for. Millers could do 
the same. ‘They would sell 500 or 1,000 barreis 
of flour at a cheaper rate than t would five 
or fifteen barrels. He tho ‘the rem- 
edy would de to substitute cotton 
bags for wooden barrels. The wooden 
packages amounted to one-tenth of the whole 
weight, and he thought the time had come when 
a great change should be made in packages, and 
bags should be substituted for barrels, not only 
for shipment to Europe, but to consuming 
points in the East. 

The Chair fully agreed. Barrels were almost 
useless to the receiver, but bags could be put to 
a variety of purposes. There was a saving on 
freight amounting to one shilling (25 cents) per 
barrel on shipments to Europe in favor of bags. 

The subject then repens. 

The Chair called up the question of marks and 
brands. At the Buffalo Convention this subject 
had been discussed, but not had been done 
at that time. He understood that a Cincinnati 
man was preparing a book of brands, and hé 
thoucht each mem 
hand tac-similes of his brands to this gentle- 


man. 

The Chair appointed as the Committee on 
Nomination of Officers: Messrs. Hallidax, of 
Cairo, III.; Charles F. Pond, New York; W. B.

Mr. Dewar moved the appointment of a com- 
mittee of five to prepare a circular to domestic 
purchasers of flour asking them to formulate 
their views in regard to use of bags instead 
of barrels. 
Chair appointed as such Committee Messrs. 
Dewar of Kansas City, Atkinson of Kansas, 
Buroridge of IIlinois, Baker of Minnesota, and 
Pollock of Indiana. 

A recess was then taken until 8 v. m. 

At the evening session the Chairman called 
Mr. Fletcher, of Minnesota, to the chair, an- 
nouncing that he had received news of a family 
bereavement and was compelled to leave. He 
thanked the Association heartily for the kind- 
ness with which he had been invariably treated 
during the five years of his Presidency, and be- 
spoke their support for his successor. 


MILLING MACHINERY. 

Mr. H. Stanley, of the Committee on Milling 
Machinery, presented a lengthy report, review- 
ing the important improvements which have 
been made in mill machinery within the last 
eight or nine years. The report concluded with 
the following resolution, the whole being adopt- 


ed without debate: 

Resolved, That the Committee on Mill Machinery 
to be appointed for the ensuing year be instructed 
to use all efforts to obtain fall information concern- 
ing any valuable improvement in any branch of 
milling machinery, and report in detail to the next 
Convention, and that the members of this Conven- 
tion are earnestly recommended to give this Com- 
mittee all possible assistance by informing them of 
the exact result of any — experiments that 
may come under their observation. 

INSURANCE. 

Mr. H. A. Hayden, of Jackson, Mich., read an 
interesting report from the Committee on In- 
surance. He said that the cost of mill in- 
surance had been greatly reduced of late years, 
principally by competition amongst the com- 
panies, and by the increase of mutual insurance 
organizations. Under the latter. every insurer 
was also a stockholder, and had a direct interest 
in using the greatest care to avoid fires, and in 
introducing every possible means for insuring 
the safety of his milis. In New England, where 
this system most prevailed, a rigid system of 
inspection existed, and with the most beneficial 
results. The Committee offered the following 
resolution: 

Resolved, That the officers of our mutval insur- 
ance companies be requested to use increased vigi- 
lance in their examination of mill@risks, and to 
accept only the best of their class as to conastruc- 
tion, condition, and moral hazard. And further, 
that by frequent re-examinations they assure 
themselves that the insured property is kept up to 
its original standard, in default of which to cancel 
the policy held by the delinquent. 

Mr. D. R. Sparks, of Alton, III., gave an ac- 
count of a mutual company with which he was 
connected, and which had proved a great suc- 
cess. The matter was referred tothe Commit- 
tee on Insurance. The report of that Commit- 
tee was adopted. 

BRANDS. 

Mr. Burbridge, of Alton, III., offered the fol- 
lowing: 

Wuereas, Judge Dyer, of the United States 
Court at Milwaukee, has lately decided that the 
law for the registration of trade-marks is uncon- 


stitutional; and 

Wuenreas, The milling interests of this country 
demand the passage by Congress of more stringent 
laws for the protection of millers’ flour-brands; 
therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we, the millers assembled in na- 
tional convention, do hereby petition and recom- 
mend to Congress the passage of a law that will 
compel every manafacturer of flour to brand every 
barrel of flour shipped from hie mill with the name 
of his firm and the place where manufactured; 
aleo, that said law be so framed as to punish with 
severe penalties any person or persons who shall 
deface or scratch from tue head of a barrel of flour 
the manufacturer’s brand. 

Resolved, That a committee of five be appomted 
by the President, whose duty it shall be take 
charge of this whole question, and frame a law for 
early submission to Congress that will carry out 
the foregoing resolutions. 

Mr. Burbridge spoke at some length in sup- 
port of his resolutions. He claimed that under 
the present system there was uo protection ior 
honest millers, aud that brands were practically 
worthless. Congress had power to make the 
distiller and the tobacco manufacturer place 
their names upon all packages, and to punish 
any man who removed the brand, and he be- 
lieved that it bad the same power with regard to 
flour. Eastern buyers dictated to Western pro- 
ducers what brand they should put upon their 
barrels, and unless they got what they wanted 
they would not buy the flour. 

Mr. N. Elles, of Indiana, thought his friend 
from Lllinois got too much excited over this 
matter. The Government made the whisky and 
tobacco men stamp their packages simply in 
order to trace up the packages for the purpose 
of collecting the revenue. This did not apply to 
flour, upon which there was no tax, and he 
thought there was no occasion to ask for the 
desired legislation. 

Mr. Heermans, of Chicago, agreed entirely 
with the last speaker, and thought it was rot 
within the province of Congress to force millers 
to brand their flour any more than to compel 
cloth-makers or cotton-spioners to mark their 


goods. 

Mr. F. Schumacher, of Akron, O., thought the 
gentleman was mistaken as to the. effect of 
Judge Dyer’s decision, and reminded him that 
the common law protected trade-marks as here- 
tofore. ö 

Mr. Homer Baldwin. of Youngstown, O., 
thought it did not matter near so much what 
they put outside the barrel as what they put 
inside. 

Mr. Sparks, of Alton, III., said that he had a 
brand, a simple letter, tor which he would not 
take $5,000. 

Mr. Burbridge briefiv replied, claiming that 
the remarks of those who had opposed his reso- 
lutions only convinced him that they were 
offered at au opportune moment, and should be 
adopted by the Association. 

On motion of Mr. Heermans, the resolutions 
were laid on the table. ‘Lie Convention then 
adjourned until 10 o’clock this morning. 

Ihe Missouri State Association met during the 
afternoon and reorganized their constitution to 
fit with that of the National Association. ‘The 
most important change made was that fixing the 
term of membership at ten years instead of 
making it terminabie, as at present. Olficers 
tor the ensuing year were elected as follows:

AN ARMY-INCIDENT.
